KELLOGS SAYS WIFE 
WAS NOT INVOLVED 
NN PAYNE'S AFFAIRS 


Defends Woman’s Character 
After Having Conference 
With Her Attorney. 


HELD FOR GRAND JURY 
AT CORONER’S INQUEST 


Witnesses Testify Foe in Fatal 
Fight Had Heart and-Other 
Serious Troubles. 


Following a conference with his 
wife's attorney, Wilbur Fiske Kellogg. 
34 years old, patent attorney, held by 9 
coroner’s jury yesterday for action of 
the grand jury in the death of Charles 
Pitzhugh Payne, 50 years old, ‘Tartff 
Commission auditor, stated he had 
not considered his wife to have been 
unduly intimate with Payne. 

Kellogg and the attorney, Henry M. 
Fowler, conferred for more than an 
hour in the attorney's offices in the 
Bond Building. Fowler declined to per- 
mit Kellogg to talk to his wife and de- 
clared that he intended keeping Mrs. 
Kellogg away from interviews untilgshe 
recovers from the nervous condition 
brought on by the fatal fight. 

Kellogg's statement yesterday de- 
clared that his statement to the police 
had been misinterpreted, that he still 
maintains a high regard for his wife 
and does not believe that she was 
guilty of indiscretions. 


Kellogg Not Witness. 

Kellogg and Payne engaged in a fist 
battle in the apartment house at 16538 
Euclid street northwest in which Mrs 
Kellogg and Payne had apartments. 
Payne died not long after the fight. 

The inquest held by the coroner 
yesterday was well attended. Kellogg 
did not testify, but his written state- 
ment, given to Lieut. Edward Kelly, of 
the homicide squad, was read. Mrs. 
Kellogg also was absent, her attorney 
appearing for her. 

Dr. Joseph Rogers, deputy coroner, 
gave the cause of Payne’s death as 
brain concussion, congestion of the 
lungs and heart trouble. Dr. James 
G. Wolfe, 1875 Mintwood place north- 
west, testified that he found Payne 
dead when he arrived at the apart- 
ment. 


Troubled by Heart Pains. 

Dr. Charles W. McEnerney, of the 
Public Health Service, Payne’s physi- 
clan, testified that Payne had been 
troubled with pains in the region of 
his heart and had been treated at Wal- 
ter Reed Hospital. 

Mrs. Louis Lawrence, in whose apart- 
ment Payne resided, told the jury that 
Payne had given her and her husband 
no reason to doubt his good character 
in the ten months he had resided with 
them. and that she had not known he 
was a friend of Mrs. Kellogg. Keliogg 
was released in $1,500 bond. 

Payne was a bachelor He had been a 
first lieutenant im the air service over- 
geas and was a nephew of the late Gen 
William H. Payne, of Warrenton, Va 
Two brothers, Col. Brooks Payne.

and J. K. Payne, St. Louis; and three 
sisters, Mrs. Howell Peeples, wife of a 
Scuthern Railway official; Mrs. Morton 
G Douglas, Warrenton, Va., and Mrs 
Cc A. Owens, Wilmington, Del., survive 
him.

If he vetoed it, the bill would go back 
to Congress, and the two bodies would 
then Fave time to pass it over his veto 
by a two-thirds vote 

It is possible, of course, that the 
lf he really means to veto 
the bill, would veto it immediately and 
send it back to Congress so that the 
two houses could override him if they 
chose to. 

There are many members who do not 
believe that the Pres'dent would want 
to take the responsibility for xilling 
a bill that would raise the pay of 
135,000 employes. 

Luther C. Steward, president of the 
Federation of Federal Employes, con- 
ferred with the President at the White 
House yesterday. Later in the day it 
was stated officially that Steward had 
told the President that the $18,000,000 
bill passed by the House was satisfac- 
tory to him and the 40.000 employes 
he represented. 

This statement from the White House 
was the first to indicate where Steward 
stood in the controversy that is now 
raging over the House and Senate bills. 

Steward, it was said at the White 
House, asked President Coolidge to ac- 
quaint Chairman Lehlbach with his 
views regarding the Senate bill. This 
the President did. The President, it 
was stated, also would have notified 
Chairman Dale, of the Senate civil 
service committee, but Dale was not 
in the city.

Program Whittled Down. 


Suddenly they got together and with 
the pressure from church and peace 
organizations began to whittle the pro- 
gram down.

Sending the Fenn reapporti ent 
bill back to its census committee by a 
vote of 186 to 165, the House yesterday 
decided again to delay reapportionment 
of its membership to conform to the 
present distribution of population. 

The motion to recommit the measure 
came after the House had spent a day 
in debate from which the bill emerged 
virtually unchanged. Under it the 
House membership would have been 
héld to the present figure of 435 and 
a method would have been laid down 
for apportioning these members among 
the States. 

By the action the House determined 
to continue, for the present at least, its 
operation under an apportionment of 
representation which is based upon the 
1910 census. Although the constitu- 
tion makes provision for redistribution 
of representatives according to popula- 
tlon every ten years, Congress failed 
to act after the 1920 census on the 
ground that the population of the 
country still was unsettled because of 
the World War. Since that time no 
reapportionment measure has reached 
the floor of the House. 


Opposition Based on Figure. 


largely upon the contention that by its 
passage the House would be attempting 
to tle the hands of future Congresses 
by fixing an arbitrary figure for the 
House membership, and by setting up a 
system by which the distribution would 
be made. 

Advocates of the legislation contend- 
ed the present allocation of 435 mem- 
berg was based upon a population fig- 
ure approximately 31,000,000 less than 
the present number of inhabitants of 
the country and that this number of 
people was being legislated for without 
congressional representation. They de- 
clared the bill sought to meet an 
emergency which might arise in 1930, 
when various States would stand to 
lose representatives under a move to re- 
assign the seats. 

It was estimated that 23 seats would 
be shifted among various States under 
the proposal, Missour! would lose 
three; Indiana, Iowa, Kentucky and 
Mississippi, two each, and Alabama, 
Kansas, Louisiana, Maine, Massa- 
chusetts, Nebraska, New York, North 
Dakota, Pennsylvania, Tennessee, Ver- 
mont and Virginia, on? each. 


California Would Gain Six. 


The States gaining members would 
be—California, 6; Michigan, 4; Ohio, 3: 
New Jersey and Texas, 2 each, and Ari- 
zona, Connecticut, Florida, North Car- 
Olina, Oklahoma and Washington, 1 
each.

Rome, May 18 (A.P.).—The Vatican 
today issued a new emphatic denial of 
reperts which have been circulated that 
King Alfonso of Spain is contemplating 
an annulment of his marriage to his 
queen, Victoria Eugenia. 

The Vatican authorities observed that 
the act of marriage between sovereigns 
is such a solemn rite surrounded by 
such guarantees known to everybody 
that it is almost impossible to find 
faults foreseen by canon law making 
such annulment possible, It is added 
that any such case, where sovereigns 
are involved, would not follow the ordi- 
nary procedure and go before the rota 
or other church tribunals, but would 
go direct to the pontiff himself, with 
the probability that none other than 
himself and the applicant would know 
of the matter. 

Alfonso’s dissatisfaction with his 
queen, rumor has had it, is based on 
an alleged hemophiliac condition which 
has also been congenital with their 
children. This condition, which it is 
said the czarevitch, son of Nicholas II 
of Russia, also had, causes an acute 
bleeding from the slightest wound or 
scratch. It is said to have been quite 
common among European royal families.

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THE NAVAL BILL. 

The majority of the Senate will cut a 
gorryv figure in public estimation if they 
permit the radical pacifist group to kill 
the bill providing for new’ naval vessels.

Neither has any senator stated that he 
favors the strangling of the naval bill for 
the sake of making greater tax reduction.

The corporation has done creditable work. 
The average loss per year under War De- 
partment operation amounted to $973,000. 
The first fuil year’s operation after creation 
of the corporation reduced the loss to $34,500, 
and the second full year’s operation resulted 
in a profit of $219,500. Operations on the 
lower Mississippi during 1926 produced a 
profit of $519,000 and during 1927 $261,000, 
the decrease being attributable to the floods 
and other unusual circumstances. 

The operations of the corporation in the 
Warrior River and in the upper Mississippi 
have shown a loss thus far. 
with conditions, however, assert that the 
losses soon will be replaced with substantial 
profits. 

The bill adopted by the House increases the 
capitalization of the corporation to $15,000,-

rates with connecting rail carriers. ‘The bill 
provides for termination of operation by the 
corporation as soon as the time arrives when 
there is ample assurance that private capital 
will undertake the service. 

The Government has no more right to be 
permanently in the transportation business 
than it has to be in any other business. The 
Mississippi barge limes, however, are designed 
to make available to the interior the benefits 
of a wasted resource and to carry through its 
development until such time as channels have 
been created and terminals constructed with 
which private capital can operate. The bill 
to extend the scope of the Inland Waterways 
Corporation, therefore, is a good piece of legis- 
lation. Its adoption will hasten the day of 
economic utilization the Nation's free 
freight highways.

THE HORSE CENSUS. 

So the automobie was going to kill 
off the horse, it? So gasoline 
was going to make him as extinct as 
the buffalo and the dodo bird and the 
pearl vray derby, was it? 

Well it hasn’t, observes the Evans- 
ville Journal, not by 16,279,000! 

There are still that many horses in 
the United States, according to a sur- 
vey by Arthur Chapman, investigator. 
And, what’s more surprising, the horse 
is holding his own in numbers— and is 
improving in breeding and value. 

For example, the rapid spread of rid- 
ing, hunting and polo clubs has in- 
creased the number of first-class saddle 
horses from 100,000 to 500,000 in five 
years, according to Federal figures of- 
fered by Mr. Chapman. Likewise, the 
demand for thoroughbred draft horses 


was

serve better ‘han motor vehicles, made 
importations of European 
draft breeds the largest in eleven years 

There are now 15,279,000 horses on 
the country’s farms alone, the investi- 
gator finds. During the war years, 1914 
to 1920, when horse breeders were pro- 
ducing to the limit to meet the de- 
mands of the allied armies, the number 
reached an average of 21,047,000, the 
peak oi horse population in the United 
States. When the abnormal demand 
ended, the number of horses dropped 
rapidly. 

But the horse population of the farms 
has become stable again, and the num- 
ber of mules has even increased from 
4,210,000 in 1920 to 5,374,000 in 1927.

Plight of the Retired Regular. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: In 
The Post of May 13 anpears a short 
editorial on “Emergency Officers’ Re- 
lief.” In this editorial] you state that 
“regular Army officers, however, dis- 
abled in line of duty, were retired upon 
pay called for by their rank.” ‘This is 
true, considering the rank they held 
upon the date of retirement. This 
difference between the regular and 
emergency officer, however, exists: 

The emergency officer under the new 
bill will be retired with the pay of the 
highest grade held by him during the 
war, whereas the regular officer is re- 
tired upon the pay of the grade to 
which he was demoted at thé close of 
the war. Added to this, the grade at- ° 
tained by the emergency officer may 
have been reached after a few months’ 
Service, whereas the grade which the 
regular officer held during the World 
War was reached in most cases after 
long service, among the older officers 
after 35 or 40 years. 

No officer of the regular service, 1 am 
sure, begrudges to-the slightest degree 
any compensation which the Vongress 


may choose to award to the officers of 
the emergency Service, but this further 
discrimination exists against the regu- 
lar: He not only does not receive the 
pay of the highest grade he earned 
after a long service, but Congress even 
refuses to give him the complimentary 
rank which be held during the Werld

SENATE COMMITTEE 
TO DECIDE TUESDAY 
DN MERGER HEARING 


King Urges Early Action, Say- 
ing He Has Worked for 
Unification 25 Years. 


The Senate District committee .will 
decide definitely Tuesday morning 
whether it will hold hearings this ses- 
sion on the resolution authorizing a 
traction merger here. 

The committee discussed the ques- 
tion of merger hearings yesterday, but 
reached no decision. Senator King 
(Democrat), of Utah, was strongly in 
favor of hearings. He said he*had been 
trying for 25 years to get a unified 
traction company here. In the end, 
however, it was decided to postpone a 
decision to Tuesday. 

If the Senate and House leaders have 
their way, Congress will adjourn a 
week from today. Thus, if the Senate 
committee decided Tuesday to hold 
hearings, there would be only five days 
in which to hold them and take action 
on the resolution. Several] members 
are afraid that they could not give the 
matter the careful consideration to 
which it is due in such short time, 


1. Cc. C. Valuation Wanted. 


Senator Blaine (Republican), of Wis- 
consin, yesterday introduced a resolu- 
tion directing the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to take inventory of the 
utilities properties here and set a val- 
uation on them.

SHELDON S. CLINE DEAD 
LONG EDITOR IN CAPITAL 


Formerly With The Post and 
More Recently With the Star; 
Was 53 Years Old.

OPERATION ON HIM FAILS 


Sheldon Scott Cline, 53 years old, of 
Falls Church, Va., managing editor of 
the Evening Star, died yesterday in 
Lankenau Hospital, Philadelphia, fol- 
Mowing an operation. Mr. Cline had en- 
gaged.in the newspaper profession for 
the last 32 years. 

Mr Cline had suffered from stomach 
ftrouble for some time and it was to 
definitely determine and correct the 
ailment that he went to the Philadel- 
phia hospital for the operation, which 
was performed a week ago. It was 
thought that he was on the road to 
recovery, but a few days ago he suffer- 
ed a relapse and began to sink capidly 
Members of his family and _ relatives 
were at his bedside when he died. 

Mr. Cline was born in Nelsonville 
Ohio, August 27, 1874. He was educat- 
ed in Ohio public schools and entered 
the newspaper profession at the age of 
21 in Akron, Ohio. Coming to the 
Capital in 1900, he entered the employ 
of The Washington Post as a reporter 
and covered the Government denpart- 
ments for The Post for many years. 

Mr. Cline, during his employment 
with The Post, rose to the position of 
city editor and in 1910 resigned to 
launch a press feature service. He then 
entered the employ of the Star and 
once again returned to The Post for 
a year. In 1913, he went back to the 
Star and rose from copy editor to 
managing editor during the last fif- 
teen years 

During his career with 
the Star, Mr. Cline made thousands of 
friends in the Federal departments 
Upon iearning of his death yesterday, 
both Secretary of Commerce Hoover 
and Secretary of Agriculture Jardine 
issued statements, expressing’ their 
sorrow and mourning the loss of s0 
sterling a character to the newspaper 
world,

Japan is 
preparing to use all the force necessary 
for this purpose, for it is indicated that 
a division from Korea will reinforce the 
normal Manchurian garrison, which 
comprises a full division, with the addi- 
tion of two mixed brigades. Additional 
forces will be moved from Japan as 
needed. 


18,700 Men tn Division. 


(The Japanese division at war 
strength consists of 18,700 officers anti 
men. A brigade would range numeri- 
cally from 1,500 to 3,000 men.) 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press learned authoritatively that the 
Japanese minister, Kenkichi Yoshizawa, 
in presenting the memorandum to 
Chang Tso-Lin, verbally advised him to 
withdraw to Manchuria while there is 
yet time, but that the dictator reiterat- 
ed his determination to stand his 
ground in Peking.

tened to Peking this evening. The dic- 
tator presided over the conference. Its 
results were not divulged. 

Neutral opinion of some authority is 
that Chang Tso-Lin retains sufficient 
military power to withstand the Na- 
tionalists almost indefinitely if he re- 
tains the will to fight. During the past 
three days the Mukendites have de- 
feated the Shansi forces under Feng Yu- 
Hsiang in a pitched battle to the south 
of Taoting (about 80 miles south of 
Peking), but the moral effects of Ja- 
pan’s move are incalculable. It may 
spur the Mukdenites to a desperate 
stand, for if he retires to Mukden 
Chang Tso-Lin could scarcely expect 
Japanese friendship owing to his re- 
peated defiance of their projects there 
in the past two years. 


Foreigners Maintain Calm. 


The foreign communities in Peking 
and Tientsin, other’ than the Japanese, 
are calm despite the tense situation. 
Their military leaders, however, are 
pushing preparations for any emer- 
géncy. 

The Japanese, anticipating grim 
measures, are evacuating all Japanese 
women and children from Peking. The 
Japanese consulates at Kalgan and 
Chifeng, north of Peking, have been 
closed and all Japanese withdrawn 
from those cities. 

A special steamer was chartered to 
carry women and children from Tient- 
sin to Darien. Tientsin now has at 
least 3,000 Japanese refugees from 
north China and every steamer sailing 
for Japan or Darien is crowded by these 
refugees. 

Up until now only the Japanese 
have reinforced their Peking Legation 
guard, which for that country is nor- 
mally two infantry companies.

1 grant 
the possibility but I don’t think it as 
sreat as the possibility of dropping the 
knife and fork.

Socially, the person carving 1s lost to 
human tntercourse while engaged in 
this difficult duty, therefore all dishes 
are arranged in the kitchen or ihe 
pantry, and are brought to table ready 
t> be handed to the guests. Each helos 
mes gy or herself to the portion de- 
sired, and conversatio: is not inter- 
rupted. The host and hostess are as 
free of tiresome detail as their guests.

Caraway Would Halt the 
Condemnation Proceedings 
Against Old Capitol. 


A resolution to halt condemnation 
proceedings against the historic build- 
ing occupied by the National Woman’s 
Party was adopted by the Senate yes- 
terday. It was introduced by Senator 
Caraway (Democrat), of Arkansas. The 
Federal Government is trying to ac- 
quire the property as a site for the pro- 
posed home of the United States Su- 
preme Court.

CITY TAKES AN APPEAL 


The District government, which has 
insisted on collecting a tax on interest 
on Liberty bonds and other Federal tax- 
exempt securities, lost the first round 
of the fight yesterday in Circuit Court 
when Justice Stafford uverruled a de- 
murer interposed by the District to 


| the test case brought by the Riggs Na- 
| tional Bank 


This bank sued on behalf 
of itself and all other banks and in- 
stitutions similarly situated. 

Only the sum of $18,574 was directly 
involved in the Riggs Bank case, but 
a total income of $75,000, which the 
District hoped to collect from the Riggs 
and other banks, is involved also. 

Fraik J. Hogan, general counsel for 
the Riggs Bank, cited the decision of 
the United States Supreme Court in 
the case of Northwestern Mutual Life 
Insurance Co. vs. The State of Wiscon- 
sin, in which the court held that a tax 
on gross earnings of corporations, which 
included Government bond interest. 
was invalid. 

This case satisfied Justice Stafford 
as to the law in the matter, although 
in prior cases in this jurisdiction the 
courts have held otherwise. In com- 
menting upon the case cited by Mr. 
Hogan, Justice Stafford stated that the 
decision was perfectly clear, and that 
he was bound to follow it and that 
Congress has expressly declared that 
Government bonds should be exempt 
from taxation for all time.

H. Stephens, noted an appeal 
Court of Appeals This appeal, 
fected, will prevent the Riggs Bank 
from getting back the sum it paid 
until the case is finally 
decided by the highest court.

ALTERED BY CAPITAL 
PARKS COMMIIooION 


Many Projects Aré Eliminated 
Because of Costs and 
Lack of Utility. 


ANOTHER 100-FOOT 
HIGHWAY PROVIDED 


Seventeenth Street Northeast 
Will Be Widened From C 
to Old Benning Road. 


Important changes in the highway 
plan of the District of Columbia pro- 
moting commercial amqg parking de- 
velopment in various sections of the 
city were approved yesterday by the 


National Capital Park and Planning 
Commission. The changes provide for 
the widening of Seventeenth street 
northeast to approximately 100 feet 
from C street to a point slightly north 
of Benning road to provide a through 
street of that wid* ‘mm Pennsylvania 
avenue to Bladensburg road. 

A short sectior of Sherrier place 
northwest in Potomac Heights was re- 
duced from 90.to 69 feet in width in 
order to conform to portions of this 
street already opened. 

Wyoming avenue from a point in 
Burleith to a point west of Wesley 
Heights was removed f-om the high- 
way plan as its construction in this 
section is considered impracticable on 
account of grades involved. 


Buildings Block One Street. 


In the area north of Rhode Island 
avenue, between Fourth and Tenth 
streets northeast, certain changes were 
made including removal from the plan 
of Montana avenue from Rhode Island 
avenue to Franklin street as many in- 
dustrial buildings have been erected in 
the line of the proposed street, and a 
crossing over the railroad on the line 
of Montana would have been unduly 
expensive. Instead, it is proposed that 
this underpass be on the line of Frank- 
lin street. 

Central avenue, from Fourth to 
Franklin street, is widened from 50 to 
90 feet in order to afford a proper ep- 
proach to the proposed Franklin street 
crossing of the railroad. Other minor 
changes were made in order to adapt 
the plan better to several large institu- 
tions in this locality. 


Other Streets Eliminated 


Spring Road, between Park Road and 
Sixteenth street, was eliminated from 
the highway plan as its place has been 
taken by acquisition of land for the 
Piney Branch parkway. Provision is 
made in the plan for a connection from 
W street to Wisconsin avenue south of 
the Naval Observatory and for certain 
other adjustments of the plan in this 
locality so as to fit the topography 
better 

Forty-third street between Ingomar 
and Fessenden streets northwest is re- 
moved from the plan, as the opening of 
this street was considered too expen- 
sive and unnecessary for proper service 
of abutting property 

In the Patterson provision is 
made for extension of Fourth, Fifth ant’ 
Sixth streets northeast ngtherly from 
Florida avenue on the line perpeng#iru- 
lar to that avenue.

Patterson Tract Preserved. 


Florida avenue adjacent to the tract 
is also widened from 80 to 100 feet. 
These changes also provide for proper 
coordination of the street plan of the 
tract with its proposed acq(isition as a 
recreational area by the commission. 

In the area south of Rhode Island 
avent§ and east of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad certain streets which un- 
der the plan cross property occupied 
by celyeteries are removed from the 
plan, their opening being considered 
unnecessary. Provision also is made for 
widening of Srentwood road from 50 to 
90 feet. 

Following its business session mem 
bers of the commission went to the 
Public Library to inspect a recent col- 
lection of data and maps relating to 
the development of the National Cap- 
ital. 

Today Irving Root, engineer of the 
Maryland National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission, will discuss with 
the national commission zoning maps 
and regulations recently adopted by the 
Meryland body in Prince Georges and 
Montgomery Counties, adjoining the 
District.
